Tha  name  does  come  from  the  seaMll  and  it  is  an 
imitation  of  its  cry,  Tha  Kittiwaka  guli  Is  “of  the  genus 
Risaa,  having  the  hind  toe  short.”  It  is  pure  white  with 
black  feet,  a  pearl-gray  mantle,  and  broadly  black-tipped 
wings. 

And  according  to  Webster’s  New  International  Dic- 
timlary  (pg.  1190)  plus  an  assorted  lot  of  bird-watchers,  the 
name  should  be  spoken  thus:  “Kitti-wake,  not  “Kitti-way.” 

The  sloven  habit  of  dropping  the  final  consonant  in  a 
word  may  be  permiaaibk  in  our  free  society,  but  there  is 
no  necessity  for  us  to  make  it  official  in  the  name  of  one 
of  our  finest  Baptist  institutions. 

So!  Let’s  put  the  “k”  in  Kittiwake.

The  school  opened  Its  doOn  for  the  first  time  Septem¬ 
ber  22,  1908,  with  six  teachers,  S.  B.  Culpepper  as  president, 
ana  an  enrolment  of  104. 

It  was  founded  by  the  General  Association  of  Regular 
Baptists,  was  turned  over  to  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  in.April,  1914,  and  was  operated  privately  under 
leate  during  the  Depression  and  World  War  II  years  (1931- 
1946).

Bwhen  he  said,  “  ...  for  I  have  learned,  in 
whatsoever  state  I  am,  therewith  to  be  con¬ 
tent." 

If  outward  circumstances  cotiid  produce  con¬ 
tentment,  then  Paul  surely  would  not  have  had 
it.  He  was  .  in  prison,  a  captive  of  Rome.  He 
possessed  little  of  this  world’s  goods.  Often  he 
was  in  dire  need,  but,  as  he  put  it,  "I  know 
both  how  to  be  abased,  and  I  know  how  to  a- 
bound.” 

Paul,  as  a  Christian,  had  risen  above  cir¬ 
cumstances,  and  had  found  in  Christ  -a  contentment  that  is  not 
dependent  upon  the  world  of  things.  Now  Paul’s  contentment 
was  not  complacency.  He  refused  to  be  content  with  what  he 
had  accomplished  (Phil.  3:12-14),  but,  while  discontent  with  his 
spiritual  attainment  or  service,  he  was  completely  content  with 
the  circumstances  of  his  lot 

Two  CendMoas 

There  are  at  least  two  conditions  for  Christian  contentment 
First,  we  must  live  in  the  will  of  God.  Joesph.  speaking  to  his 
brothers,  and  reflecting  upon  his  being  sold  by  them,  said,  “It 
was  not  you  that  sent  me  hither,  but  God.” 

If  it  is  God’s  will  that  today  we  be  fulj  and  tomorrow  empty. 
He  has  a  reason.  Because  we  know  the  reason  is  for  good,  and 
God  is  pleased,  we  can  be  content  (Rom.  8:28). 

Second,  we  must  look  to  Christ  to  meet  our  needs  (PhlL  4:19), 
With  the  assurance  that  Christ  would  meet  his  needs,  Paul  could 
say,  “I  am  a  match  for  all  things  through  Christ  who  strengthens 
me.” 

If  we  will  practice  these  conditions,  we  will  learn,  even  in 
hours  of  trial,  the  art  of  contentment  which  shall  enrich  our 
lives  more  than  if  the  doors  of  Fort  Knox’s  vaults  were  to  be 
opened  to  us  tor  our  weslth.

Revival 

The  August  “Month  of  Rs- 
vival"  at  Temple,  Petal,  proved 
to  be  one  of  the  finest  months 
in  the  history  of  the  church, 
accorAng  to  Justus  Garrett 
pastor. 


Dr.  J.  Norris  Palmer,  pastor 
of  First  Church,  Baton  Rouge, 
Louisiana,  completed  his  29th 
year  of  service  there  last  week. 

Under  bis  leadership  the 
church  membership  has  increas¬ 
ed  112  per  cent,  to  a  present 
9440  nrambers.  During  bis  min¬ 
istry  13,412  members  have  been 
received  with  3A47  for  baptism. 

The  Sunday  School  has  climb¬ 
ed  to  a  present  enrollment  of 
2280,  and  Training  Union  hat 
grosrn  391  per  cent  to  a  prsaent 
total  of  770  enrolled. 

The  church  property  has  been 
inersaaed  to  a  value  of  over  a 
mllUoa  and  a  half  dollara — over 
1900  per  cent  During  the  pe¬ 
riod  the  budget  has  been  con¬ 
stantly  enlarged  from  815,000 
in  1933  to  a  present  total  of 
$365,000.  ’The  gifts  this  year 
to  tba  Coopsrattve  Program  will 
be  980,000,  representing  a  2880 
per  cent  increase  over  the  28 
year  period. 

Dr.  Palmer  is  a  native  of 
Mlsslasippi  from  Blue  Mountain. 
He  graduated  from  Mlsiiastpid 
Collate  and  held  pastorates  in 
Sidon;  Carrollton  and  West  He
